lanaper Office upon the Commissions of the Peace lately renewed for the 
several Counties and Counties of Towns in Ireland, nor any remuneration 
whatever given for the same ; although attended with considerable labour, trouble 
and expense to the Office. 



That upon Commissions of the Peace issued to persons newly appointed; 
between the 1st day of January and the 10th day of March instant, a sum 
of 28° I; 7 s. was paid into the Office , and a further sum of 284 1. 6 remains 
due which will not be paid until after the termination of the current Quarter 
on the 25th instant. 



That upon Writs of Dedimus the sum total paid into the Office cannot possibly 
e ascertained at present, in consequence of erroneous payments, and sums 
obliged to be refunded, and of sundry other sums still due and unpaid ; but as 
nearly as I can now calculate the same, the whole sum actually received may 
amount to 1,815 ^ or thereabouts.
